THE NEWS' ORE1VANCE. 


Carson News devotes a column and a balf 


to an assailment of Representative Newlands 


and the papers which are friendly to his candidacy 
for United States Senator. Its principal greviance 
against Mr. Newlands appears to be that he has 
acquired a national reputation and is iccognized at 
Washington as a man capable of taking a leading 
part upon questions of broader scope than pertain 
exclusively to the State which he represents single 
handed in the lower bouse. The News is evident- 
ly of the opinion that it is the aonie of presumption 
in the sole representative of an insignificant little 
State like .Nevada to voice his views upon matters 
of national import which should be left entirely to 
members from States of sufficient importance to en- 
title them to interest in questions of public policy 
in which our little commonwealth can have no pos 
sible concern. 
We believe, however, that a very 


large majority of Mr. Newlands' constituents, re- 
gardless of their political affiliations, are broad- 
minded enough to experience gratification at the 
recognition theii representative receives from the 
leading statesmen of tbe nation as something more 
that a mere figurehead, whose capacity Is limited to 
the details of such legislation as aflects immediately 
only the district of 10,000 votes which he repre 
sents. We are confident, moreover, that a large 
majority of Nevadans are inteligent enough to red 
ize that a member who can command the attention 
and secure the recognition of his associates upon 
measures of national importance is in a better po 
sition to obtain hearing and support upon legisla 
tion of local interest than one wiiose occupancy o 
a seat is his sole claim to recognition, or recognitioi 
of the needs of tbe State which he represents. 


Mr. Newlands' activity and prominence in Cu 


ban, Irrigation and Chinese exclusion matters, do 
not detract from his untiring industry in pushing 
by every means in his power matters of exclusivelj 
local interest, nor can he be decently charged with 
neglect of that part of his duty. He is recognizec 
at Washington as one of the most industrious anc 
painstaking members of the house, alws>ys on th 
alert and never missing an opportunity to forware 
the interests of his State. It is nonsense to talk o 
the local appropriation bills that have passed th 
senate, in comparison of the industry and ability o 
the representatives of a State in the two houses
